possesses vast coal deposits. 
The 
U.S. also leads the world 
in 
nuclear 
science 
and 
engineering. Nuclear power can 
produce a significant part of the 
nation's energy needs—under 
conditions of safety—if the anti- 
nuclear 
supporters 
aren ’t 
allowed 
to shut down 
this 
modern miracle. 
Other extremists regard the 
automobile as an enemy. They 
want 
to 
control 
of 
the 
manufacture of cars, and im­ 
pose high taxes on gasoline in 
order 
to 
curtail automobile 
travel, in so doing, they are 
striking at the mobility of the 
American people, mobility 
that’s vital to their ability to 
move goods, provide services, 
and earn their livings. The anti­ 
automobile group insists that 
people 
use 
public 
tran ­ 
sportation, but that’s a pipe 
dream in most parts of the 
county. 
The United States doesn’t 
have to turn itself into Little 
America. It has the coal and the 
nuclear know-how to meet its 
energy needs. Deregulation of 
oil and gas would increase 
production of those fuels.

SUNSET LAWS MAY 
ACTUALLY STRENGTHEN 
REGULATORY AGENCIES 
To the average citizen outside 
of government, it sounds easy. 
Just pass a law requiring that 
regulatory 
agencies 
be 
eliminated after five or six 
years unless they effectively 
justify their existence. This is 
called a sunset law, and it is the 
biggest fad since sunshine laws 
(which eliminate secrecy in 
government). 
Colorado and Florida already 
have sunset laws, and the Senate 
G o v e rn m e n t 
O p e ra tio n s 
Committee intends to come up 
with one soon. Yet there is little 
reason to suppose that the 
arguments for deregulation will 
prevail in the future if they do 
not prevail now, and there is 
some reason to expect that 
sunset laws may even make it 
more 
difficult 
to eliminate 
unnecessary and uneconomic 
regulations. 
The interests of the consuming 
public are widely dispersed, 
while the interests of those who 
benefit from some regulation 


can 
be 
concentrated 
and 
mobilized in support of that 
regulation. There is nothing in a 
periodic review id regulatory 
activities that changes this 
balance of political pressures in 
favor 
of 
deregulation. 
Professor David Henderson of 
the University of Rochester 
points out that a regulatory 
agency review “would to make 
sure it had constituency sup­ 
porting it, so it would probably 
be more activist than other­ 
wise.’’ If the regulations helped 
special 
interests before the 
sunset law, by enforcing high 
cartel prices for example, that 
effect might be amplified by an 
agency attempting to generate 
support for its survival. 
What happens to regulations 
each time an agency is up for 
renewal would also depend to 
some extent on the way con­ 
sum ers and legislators are 
thinking at the time, 
“For 
sunset laws to improve things,” 
says Henderson, "people must

White there is some interest in 
reducing regulations right now, 
that interest had been weaker in

Park’s 
private papers contain cryptic 
reference to joint Agnew-Park 
ventures in the Middle East. 
We have also established 
th at Agnew h as receiv ed 
m e ssa g e s a t th e K o rean 
entrepreneur’s London office. 
On at least one occasion, Park 
p e r s o n a l l y a c c e p t e d a 
telephone m essage for the 
former vice president 
More specifically, an elusive 
businessman named Sami Sha- 
moon has sent joint cables to 
Agnew and Park about a steel 
venture in Iran. 
One cable, dated Nov. 25. 
1975, assured the odd couple 
that the Iranian steel business 
“will grow very big since 100,- 
000 residential flats coming up 
only in Teheran. With dams 
and other projects, steel con­ 


struction is extrem ely and 
definitely vast. If you agree, we 
can have a joint venture 
together" 
In a separate cable, an aide 
advised Tongsun Park of a 
Shamoon cable “addressed to 
both you and Governor S.A. as 
a most urgent and important 
message. It is clear from other 
evidence that the mysterious 
“G overnor S.A.” is Spiro 
Agnew, who was once gover­ 
nor of Maryland. 
Park’s private records also 
tell of bulk yam deals in Iran. 
A travel itinerary indicates 
that Agnew, Park and Sha­ 
moon made at least one busi­ 
ness trip together to New York 
City. And Agnew s name crops 
up in other Park documents. 
Our attempts to get an ex­ 
planation of the Agnew-Park 
connection from the principals 
were fruitless. We were told 
that both men were out of the 
country'. We tried to reach 
Agnew through Pathlite, Inc., a 
Maryland firm that lists him as 
its president. All our questions 
were answered with a polite 
“no comment.” 
Park’s American company, 
Pacific Development, Inc., had 
no telephone. We tried Park at 
a London number provided by 
one of our sources. The phone 
w as a n s w e r e d “ E a s t e r n 


Navigation,” but we were told 
Park was not there. We left 
messages for him in London 
and for his attorney in Wash­ 
ington. 
W e a l s o t r a c e d t h e 
mysterious Sami Shamoon to 
London, but he has an unlisted 
number. 
Footnote: In past columns, 
we have chronicled P ark’s fi­ 
nancial shenanigans, which 
have often left his creditors 
holding the bills for his finan­ 
cial fandangos and posh life­ 
style.

Ford Attack: Gerald Ford 
has been keeping his powder 
dry, but he is now preparing a 
broadside against the man who 
succeeded him in the White 
House.

Vanik has written: “In review­ 
ing your energy proposal, 
which I substantially support, I 
find no recommendation for 
changing the present method 
of import oil procurement.

CAN T WE DO BETTER? 
By MARVIN STONE 
Total and ruthless overhaul of the country’s welfare 
system is 15 years overdue, and nothing drives home the 
point more sharply than the case of Linda Taylor. 
As the “ Welfare Queen’’ of Chicago, Linda Taylor 
made a travesty of the system . Finally she has been 
convicted of drawing public assistance under two names 
at once, to the total of 23 monthly checks. According to 
the evidence and the prosecutors, she also got or applied 
for food stamps, free medical aid, rent subsidies, child 
care and housekeeper expenses — you name it — under a 
number of aliases. 
Some of the more spectacular accusations against 
Taylor never reached trial. What is am azing, under the 
circum stances, is that she was ever brought to trial on 
any charges at all. It sends a chill down the spine to 
realize that nailing Linda took 2*/2 years. Her misdeeds 
did not seem to be anybody’s business or within 
anybody’s capacity to investigate. Only a public outcry 
finally brought her to justice. 
Such an abdication of oversight saps the moral fiber of 
citizens. It encourages an attitude of: “Try it. If it works, 
O.K.” A question often heard concerns what became of 
old-fashioned honesty. One answer is that the Govern­ 
ment is running a school for cheaters. 
Taylor was convicted of taking som e $8,500. It doesn’t 
seem like so much when you consider that there are tens 
of millions of welfare recipients and that more than 30 
billion dollars a year is dished out. What is more, 
estim ates of welfare fraud in her State alone run as high 
as 400 million dollars a year. 
How many Lindas are there over the U.S.? Nobody 
knows — and nobody will know as long as welfare 
wallows in its present misery. It was not the welfare 
workers who turned Linda in. She might still be happily 
pocketing money under her aliases if she had not called 
in police to file a burglary report, and if the policemen 
had not spotted something that set them thinking further. 
Even after being alerted, officials at Chicago’s public- 
aid department said they didn’t have tim e to look into the 
case. State officials also begged off. The U. S. attorney’s 
office said welfare fraud was not its domain, either, 
despite the federal agencies involved, and couldn’t be 
bothered. No doubt they were telling the truth; the story 
is the sam e in city after city. Only a vast army could 
police welfare the way it is today. 
Getting recognition for the need to do something about 
welfare is not the problem. Nor have practical efforts to 
set up a workable system been lacking. President Nixon 
put forward what looked like a bold and innovative plan 
to get welfare management under control. But it bogged 
down in Congress, and in the end he let it die. President 
Ford tried to tighten the food- stamp program, ad­ 
mittedly a hotbed of fraud and error. When Congress 
balked — fearing loss of benefits to people who really 
Deeded them — Ford then issued restrictions by 
executive order, only to see them blocked in court. 
Now we have a new day: a President and Congress of 
the sam e party, and — furthermore — a President who 
advertises himself as a reorganizer and sim plifier. This 
new President has promised a blueprint at the end of 
May to end this haphazard, overlapping welfare mess. 
We are not prepared at this time to suggest that a 
negative income tax or a guaranteed annual income is 
the best or only method for structural reform, but such 
ideas should not be dism issed out of hand 
Radical 
surgery is needed. As many present aid programs as 
possible must be consolidated to simplify administration. 
And any new approach should include a requirement that 
the able- bodied work or train for new jobs. And welfare 
should encourage, not discourage, healthy fam ily life. 
Finally, the White House and Congress must realize 
that merely trying to patch up the system is not enough 
That way leads only to the further corporation of the 
country.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Missouri nee* to amend its 
tax laws so that taxpayers can claim their standard deduction on 
stole returns even if Congress eliminates the provision on fédéral 
returns, the Missouri Senate majority leader said Monday. 
Sen. John Schneider, D+St. Louis County, said Misaouriam 
could pay an additional $130 million in state income taxes if state 
lawmakers do not act. 
Missouri bases its standard deduction on the federal standard 
deduction. Schneider said the problem is developing because 
Congress is planning to figure the standard deduction into federal 
tax tobies so individuals do not have to figure it separately. 
Under current Missouri law, that would mean taxpayers would 
have to do without the standard deduction on their state income 
tax forms.

Some said Miss Hearst — who could have 
received 154 years to life in prison — suffered enough, but the 
store owner says he was stunned ty the sentence. 
“I don’t quite understand it I don’t think it’s right, but what 
can you do?” said Carroll (Bill) Huett, 55. “It’s very obvious 
(that she should have been jailed). If it had been one of us we 
would have. I was a little stunned to say the least,” he said in an 
interview Monday after the sentence was announced. 
In addition to probation, Superior Court Judge E. Talbot

Nuclear plant 
progressing 
on schedule 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The state’s first nucle­ 
ar-powered generating plant is 
on schedule and $20 million un­ 
der budget through this March, 
according to a report of the 
Missouri Public Service Com­ 
mission . 
Although Union Electric Co. 
announced in February that it 
would have to slow down the 
work schedule on the $2.5 bil­ 
lion project because financing 
was becoming a problem, the 
PSC report said construction of 
the plant in Callaway County is 
progressing within the original 
work schedule. 
The construction review, or­ 
dered by the commission in 
1975 after the utility won ap­ 
proval to build the facility, was 
performed by the PSC’s man­ 
agement services division. An­ 
other review will be conducted 
within the next year. 
The first generating unit of 
the plant was originally sched­ 
uled to be in operation by 1981, 
but the company has delayed 
the completion date until 1982. 
The 
second 
unit, 
originally 
scheduled to begin operating in 
1983, will now begin producing 
power in 1987. 
According to the report, the 
plant is 4 per cent completed 
with $103 million spent through 
March. 
The 
company 
had 
planned to spend $123 million 
through March. 
Union Electric officials say 
they expect to spend about $190 
million more (hiring the next 
year and the plant should be 20 
per cent completed by April 
1978.

Electronics 
may reduce

• WASHINGTON (AP) - Ex­ 
perts on electronic technology 
said Thursday that use of the 
mail will go down substantially 
by the 1980s because many 
mail users will turn to elec­ 
tronic communications. 
The testimony to a House 
Post Office subcommittee sup­ 
ports the position of the Postal 
Service, which is considering 
trimming services it feels will 
not be justifed when electronic 
communications systems be­ 
come common. 
"First class could lose 8 per 
cent by 1980 and 32 per cent by 
1984,” two George Washington 
University 
researchers said, 
summarizing their study of 
electronic communication and 
its effects on the Postal Serv­ 
ice. 
The two, Joseph Margolin 
and Fred B. Wood, told the

Office subcom­ 
mittee that the annual revenue 
loss to the Postal Service could 
be as much as $2.2 billion with­ 
in a decade.

Electronic systems already 
are allowing some business of­ 
fices to communicate with each 
other cheaper and faster than 
by sending letters through the 
mail.

who insists on making a profit, 
and who is dedicated to in­ 
creasing sales every year. He 
said that selling and teaching 
have sim ilar principles 
“The old AIDA formula really 
works." he declared, for both 
teachers and salesmen. The 
formula calls for gaining at­ 
tention. arousing interest, and 
stimulating desire This leads to 
action, he said. 
To be successful today, the 
speaker said, people must apply 
these principles even if they are 
not employed in the formal 
fields of teaching or selling 
“ No m atter how individual 
your chosen field of work, it 
involves people and the relating 
of your work to their needs,” he 
said He added. "Your job in­ 
volves the teaching-selling of the 
people you work with and for the 
that your good work is good for 
them.” 
Wells 
also 
urged 
the 
graduates to “outreach ." 
"This means going beyond 
your vocation and daily oc­ 
cupation," he said. "It is in­ 
volvement in community af­ 
fairs, 
organizations, 
service 
groups, church activities, social, 
ch aritab le, 
and 
civic 
un­ 
dertakings. yes. and cultural 
orga nizat ions and activities " 
The speaker, who is president 
of the St. 
Louis Symphony 
Society, continued. “ Wherever 
you're located, you'll find plenty 
of

them in their projects Join up? 
You'll find another outlet for 
your
